| mittee of the House-Senate 
Atomic Energy Committee in a) 
| report on hearings conducted in 
| May and June. | 
| In releasing the report, sub-— 


| committee chairman Chet Holi- | 
field (Dem.), California, called | 
for ‘‘a re-examination of the 
Federal Radiation Council with 
a view to strengthening its 
Tole.” | 
| The council was created last | 
year to advise the President on 
| radiation protection and to | 
sue “protection guides.” 

| Among major unresolved | 
questions, the report said, is | 
whether the President, with the | 
'council’s advice, shall exercise | 
| direct responsibility for setting 
| protection standards or whether 
individual agencies shall make 
their own rules. 

| In testimony by expert wit- 
nesses, the subcommittee said, 
| the term ‘“‘radiation protecvtion 
standards” was used variously 
to mean publications by the Na- 
tional Committee on Radiation 
Protection, the Atomic Energy 
Commission, the FRC, the Inter- 
‘national Commission on Radio- 
_ logical Protection, various states 
“and cities, and the American 
| Standards Association. 

| The NCRP is an organization 
of scientists which for years sas 
_studied radiation hazards and 
/recommended specific exposure 
limits. NCRP recommendations 
| have no legal force, but the AEC

Guatemala and Nicaragua were 
hit last week by anti-government 
uprisings which they charge 
were backed by Cuba.

Under the 1947 pact signed at 
Rio de Janeiro, known more 
formally as the Inter-American 
Treaty of Reciprocal Assistance, 
an attack against one member 
of the American family of na- 
tions is treated as an attack 
against all. 

The treaty specifies that the 
hemisphere's foreign ministers 
can be called together to decide 
what steps should be taken in 
situations imperiling the peace 
and security of the hemisphere.

The customary procedure is 
for the 21-nation OAS council, 
after receiving a complaint, to 
send out a team to ascertain the 
facts. 


If, on the basis of the investi- 
gation, the council decides that 
a ministerial meeting is war- 
ranted, it then proceeds to set a 
date and place for it. 

The ministers, if they should 
find Cuba guilty, could condemn 
it, vote to break diplomatic rela- 
tions and perhaps impose eco- 
smomic sanctions.

Will you assure Mr. Rice for me 
that not only were there nickel 
beers and free lunches, but there 
were nickel cans of beer, or to be 
more precise, nickel buckets of 
beer. 

In the first place, any bartender 
who was plying his trade in the 
days when he was told to draw an- 
other and not put too much collar 
on it, has long since passed to 
where the ambrosia is free and 
there is not a headache in a barrel 
of the nectar. But a tradition should 
have been passed down. 


I was too young to know about 
the nickel beer; besides I never 
liked the taste of it. But being a 
small boy in the 3400 block of Wal- 
nut street about the time of the 
World’s Fair, I was what you might 
call a “runner.” 

My compensation ranged from 
1 cent to 5 cents. But on washday, 
I was sent to Jim Boro’s saloon on 
the southeast corner of Ranken and 
Laclede avenues for a bucket of 
beer, and I neither expected nor 
received compensation. Any cus- 
tomer, even a small boy carrying 
a bucket of beer to a lady who was 
doing the wash, could help himself 
to the free lunch. 

There were other saloons in the 
neighborhood, but as the Duncan 
Hines of the free lunch, I gave all 
my trade to Jim Boro’s. The bo- 
logna on rye was appetizing. And 
the bartender, an understanding 
soul, did not care how many sand- 
wiches a small boy made to assuage 
@ ravening appetite. He was a 
good man, as the Irish say at 
wakes. Peace to his soul. 


The lunch was free at Nick 
Gates’s Half-Way House, on West 
Florissant avenue, where the un- 
dertaker’s horses knew that the 
mourners would want to stop on 
the way back from Calvary to again 
recount the virtues of the late de- 
ceased. Small mourners, too young 
to appreciate the mystery of life, 
let alone the majesty of death, 
gorged on free lunch. Jesuits, wise 
to the eternal hunger of boys, al- 
ways made the altar boys who had 
gone to Calvary sit at a table and 
not scrounge left-over free lunch 
from adjoining tables. 

No free lunch, no nickel beer, for- 
sooth! As well tell me there was 
no Grand avenue bridge!

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Vote on Algeria 

During the presidential campaign, far-away 
Algeria hardly was in the forefront of Ameri- 
can minds—least of all those complacent 
minds which prefer to dwell on present pleas- 
ures rather than on future perils. Yet be- 
cause the state of France depends on Algeria, 
because NATO depends on France, and be- 
cause we depend on NATO, the French-Al- 
gerian crisis may have more serious implica- 
tions for the United States than even troubles 
in Latin America. 

So it is encouraging that Gen. De Gaulle 
seems to be moving toward an end of the 

war, an end of the immobilism. He must 
realize that France is not likely to escape cen- 
sure—as it has in the past—if Algeria is de- 
bated in the current U.N. Assembly session. 
He cannotshave forgotten Senator Kennedy's 
Algerian speech, and he knows that the Sen- 
ator soon will be President. The Kremlin 
already has shifted from support of France to 
support of the Algerians, and the Algerian 
government-in-exile has been promised the 
help of the Chinese Communists. Further, 
Tunisia and Morocco are tiring of mediation. 
Undoubtedly De Gaulle would prefer a settle- 
ment before these outside pressures force 
him to act. 

He also faces mounting internal pressures. 
The Paris riots are an ominous warning that 
an ill-assorted alliance of Right and Left is 
taking shape against him. General Salan and 
other army men are making statements which 
sound like incitements to rebellion. Backed 
by the French settlers in Algeria, these sol- 
diers also are being supported by more and 
more old-line politicians. The students of the 
Latin Quarter may have been most prominent 
in the street demonstrations against the mili- 
tary “fascists,” but their point of view, if not 
their methods, has the support of men like 
Mendes-France, Mollet, Gaillard, Robert Schu- 
man and other respected leaders of the Fourth 
Republic. The Communists naturally are do- 
ing what they can to fan the flames. But 
even prominent religious leaders, shocked by 
terror and torture, have joined in the demand 
for peace at almost any price. 

Under these circumstances, De Gaulle 11ade 
yet another of his speeches early this month. 
Again it was not too specific, but it did men- 
tion an “Algerian Algeria’ and “a republic 
which will one day exist.” He spoke of “a 
new course” that leads to “an Algeria in which 
the Algerians will decide their destiny.” And 
early last week he told his cabinet that he 
intends to hold a referendum in France and 
Algeria to approve a new native administra- 
tion which would be virtually autonomous. 

So it may be that De Gaulle is at last mov- 
ing for a show-down with the right-wingers. 
If so, he probably can count on the majority 
of Frenchmen. The only alternative of the 
irresponsibles would be a putsch. Yet De 
Gaulle obviously wants the highest possible 
degree of national solidarity. 


The United States might help him by 
again insisting in the U.N. that the Algerian 
affair is a French internal problem. We may 
be able to persuade Tunisia, Morocco and the 
other African states to make new efforts at 
mediation. And we could let the French gen- 
erals know that we do not mean to be turned 
against De Gaulle at this time by his reluc- 
tance to meet NATO obligations or by his de- 
sire to get into the nuclear club. Such tacit 
support would help him to gain time. In the 
end, however, the French President and the 
French people must do what is necessary to 
lance the Algerian abscess. 


Filed and Forgotten 


While recommendations of grand juries are 
not binding on anyone, they deserve far bet- 
ter than the usual fate of being filed and for- 
gotten. Proposals by most juries are sincere 
and thoughtful and frequently well worth 
adopting. The trouble ’is that most of the time 
they call for changes in city ordinances or 
state statutes, and the Aldermen or state 
legislators who would have to act on them 
are simply not interested. 

This attitude grows in part from the fact 
that the local lawmakers are elected from 
small districts within the city and tend to 
ignore the important needs of the community 
as a whole; their main interest is the narrow 
problems of their own constituencies. There 
are other reasons, too, but for the moment 
that is really another question. The impor- 
tant thing now is that the present Circuit 
Court grand jury is going to see what dis- 
position, if any, has been made of the recom- 
mendations of the 20 juries impaneled in St. 
Louis over the last four years. It is a first- 
rate idea. 

Evidently Circuit Attorney Eagleton is re- 
sponsible for the jury’s concern, and if so 
he is to be commended. Perhaps Circuit At- 
torney-elect Reardon may be willing to con- 
tinue his activity with similar reviews every 
year or two. That is one way of keeping old 
evils and abuses out in the open until they 
are cleaned up; otherwise they are merely 
swept under the rug and forgotten. 


Dissappointment in Laos 


Disappointment that the new neutralist gov- 
ernment of Laos will become, in fact, a coali- 
tion with pro-Communist members undoubted- 
ly was a disappointment to ‘Washington, yet 
it probably was’ not altogether unexpected. 
The fact that Premier Souvanna Phouma’s 
half-brother heads the Red-tinged Pathet Lao 
faction—and the quick truce between them 
after the Premier's paratroop coup—fore- 
shadowed a development of this sort. 

Chagrin in Washington stems from the 
sending of some $300,000,000 to Laos since 
1954 to prop up the rightist regime which fell 
last August. It was, of course, necessary to 
try to keep this none too stable country in 
Southeast Asia out of the Communist bloc. 
Yet considering the direct pressures which 
the Chinese could bring to bear on it, the 
proposition inevitably was a calculated risk. 

If the new regime had announced merely 
that henceforth it would accept Communist 
as well as Western aid, it might have been 
placed in the category of Nasser’s United Arab 
Republic and other under-developed countries 
which accept help from any source. The in- 
clusion of pro-Communists in the government 
darkens the picture. Yet even now the new 
leaders must cope with an armed rebellion led 
by the former defense minister. So their tri- 
umph still is not complete. : 

SEATO military leaders, meeting in Bang- 
kok, are changing their defense plans in ac- 

- cord with the new developments. That is ele- 
mentary prudence. What more can be done 
at the moment—especially by the United 
States—is hard to say. A bit of watchful wait- 
ing seems in order. In the long run, the lim- 


ited success achieved by the pro-Communists 
again shows that more than dollars and guns 
is necessary to sustain friendly governments 
in that difficult part of the world. 


Victimizing the Sick 

With seeming arrogance, the American 
Medical Association has told the State De- 
partment that it will take a week—or maybe 
10 days—to consider what may be done in 
response to the Department’s request. for 
easing the lot of 2481 foreign doctors in the 
United States. 

These are medical men who failed to pass 
the examination imposed by the Educational 
Council for Foreign Medical Graduates, a pri- 
vate organization sponsored by the American 
Hospital Association, the Association of Med- 
ical Colleges, the Federation of State Medical 
Boards and the AMA, and largely under AMA 
influence. They are employed largely as in- 
terns and residents in American hospitals 
under exchange-visitor programs, and must 
leave this country if they lose these positions, 

The State Department is concerned about 
the effect on foreign relations. So the AMA 
says it will see what “ameliorative steps can 


be taken which will at the same time protect ¢ 


the interest of the hospitalized public.” But 
there also should be concern for American 
patients. 

Our hospitals need about 11,000 interns 
and residents each year while our medical 
schools, strongly influenced by the AMA, 
graduate only about 7000 doctors a year. 
Since the early years of the century, the 
training of American doctors has fallen far 
behind the rate of population growth. That 
is why hospitals—especially those not in such 
medical training centers as St. Louis—wel- 
comed refugee doctors and then took to ad- 
vertising abroad for interns and residents. 

These men, of course, should be qualified. 
But doubts arise about an examination when 
only 3776 foreign-trained doctors out of 8713 
pass it with the required grade of 75 or 
better. Indeed some American doctors say 
the examination is so extraordinarily severe 
that if given to American interns it probably 
would have produced the same high rate of 
failures. Does the test impose a double 
standard? Does it discriminate against doc- 
tors trained abroad? If so, why? 

Although fearful of losing accreditation, 
some hospitals are threatening to employ 
foreign-trained medical men in spite of this 
barrier. So the AMA should see that those 
disqualified have a second chance—and this 
time to pass a fair and reasonable test. The 
American Hospital Association, instead of 
acting so often as a ventriloquist’s dummy 
for the AMA, should speak up for qualified 
medical men from abroad. If there is dis- 
crimination, our offers of educational help 
will be undermined and foreign doctors will 
be victimized—but not nearly as greviously 
as our own sick. 


The Absentee Aldermen 


Circuit Attorney Eagleton’s refusal to par- 
ticipate in ouster proceedings against Alfred 
I. Harris is narrow and most disappointing. 
While it is true that under the City Charter 
the Board of Aldermen is the judge of the 
qualifications of its members, it also is true 
that the same Charter plainly intends that 
each Alderman live in the ward he represents. 

Alderman Harris purports to speak for the 
Twenty-second Ward, which is increasingly 
becoming part of the city’s Negro community. 
But he refuses to live there; his home is in 
Ladue, completely outside the St. Louis juris- 
diction for which he legislates. The over- 
whelmingly Democratic majority in the Board 


cause several members have guilty con- 
sciences. Republicans have raised questions 
as to the residence of Aldermen Blaine, Smith, 
Villa, Lawson and Mueller, ih addition to 
Mr. Harris. 

The Circuit Attorney’s negative approach 
is unacceptable. We hope he reconsiders. If 
not, then the Republican organization in the 
city ought to approach Attorney General John 
Dalton—and quickly—before he is succeeded 
by Mr. Eagleton. There must be some remedy 
for this flagrant violation of the spirit of the 
Charter and the principle of representation 
by wards. 


An End to Nonsense! 

Often it seems to us that too many people 
are tasking about martinis instead of drinking 
them} This spreads around a great deal of 
anti-cultural nonsense which would be toler- 
ated by no martini-drinking dictator and 
which should not be countenanced by mar- 
tini-mixing bartenders and their customers. 
Yet, alas, much of this heresy is uttered 
across bars. x 

A common canard is the one which holds: 
that the friends of the extra dry martini are’ 
really straight gin drinkers at heart, spiritual 
denizens of eighteenth-century London’s in- 
famous yet happy Gin Lane or even stragglers 
from skid row. Even worse is the charge of 
an Italian wine-peddler, who naturally wants 
as much vermouth as gin in a martini, that 
they are status-seekers, Nowadays, of course, 
there is no worse sin. Everybody agrees— 
apparently—without thinking that if you are 
not seeking some status you are a bum. 

It is this illogic and not gin—at least not 
the gin in a martini—which is corroding the 
modern mind. 


A Pay-Rise Assembly 

We see no substantial objection to the leg- 
islative pay-rise proposal by Speaker Ichord 
of the Missouri House. He wants outgoing 
Gov. Blair to call a special session of the Leg- 
islature so that the members can raise the 
salaries of those who will serve in the Gen- 
eral Assembly convening next January. 

Under the terms of the state constitutidhal 
amendment adopted earlier this month, leg- 
islators may increase their $1500 salaries but 
the rise does not become effective until the 
following séssion. Mr. Ichord wants to give 
members of the present lame-duck Legisla- 
ture an opportunity to do something for those 
who were elected Nov. 8.. A special session 
lasting a week probably would cost about 
$20,000. ? 

Many members of the Assembly are hardly 
worth the $1500 they now get, but the re- 
sponsibilities of the office certainly are worth 
more than that. Those who live up to their 
contracts with the voters deserve datlequate 
compensation as soon as can be, now that 

‘the people have removed the constitutional 

bar. Since the cost of employing the special 
session device does not appear to be exces- 
sive, the Ichord proposal deserves the Gov- 
ernors serious consideration,

A Justice’s Case for Willard Uphaus 


Hugo L. Black's Dissent Is a Plea for the Right of Dissidence 


From an Opinion 
in The Supreme Court 


Dr. Uphaus is a citizen of this coun- 
try by birth. Throughout the nearly 
70 years of his life, evidently from 
early boyhood, he has been a deeply 
religious person. 

The record indicates, without dis- 
pute, that he is a man whose life 
has been dedicated to the principles 
of his religion. He taught religious 
education at Yale 
University and was 
associated with the 
Religion and Labor 
of Foundation for a 
number of years. 
Over the years, 
his religious faith 
manifested itself in 
an increasing opposition to war. 

It was this belief which led him, in 
1952, to become the Director of 
World Fellowship, Inc., a summer 
camp operated, he says, in the inter- 
est of promoting the ideas of pacifism. 

Almost immediately upon his ar- 
rival at World Fellowship, Dr. Up- 
haus came under the fire of an inves- 
tigation being conducted by the At- 
torney General of New Hampshire, 
apparently on the theory that World 
Fellowship was frequented by ‘‘sub- 
versive’’ persons, 


Eventually; as the Director of World 
Fellowship, he was called befcre the 
Attorney General to testify. 

At the very outset of the hearing 
before the Attorney General, he ex- 
pressed a complete willingness to an- 
swer any question concerning himself, 
including any views he might hold or 
any actions he might have taken with 
regard to any subject, 


In addition, he expressed a willing- 
ness to give the Attorney General any 
information which might be wanted in 
regard to the subject matter of any 
speeches made at World Fellowship. 

But he absolutely refused to give 
the Attorney General: (1) a list of 
the nonprofessional employes of the

(1) because “‘by the direct teachings 
of the Bible . . . it is wrong to bear 
false witness against my brother; and 
inasmuch as I have no reason to be- 
lieve that any of these persons whose 
names have been called for have in 
any sense hurt this state or our coun- 
try, I have reason to believe that they

Between Book Ends 


MIDDLE EAST DIARY, 1917-1956, by 
Col, Richard Meinertzhagen. (Thomas 
Yoseloff, 376 pgs., $7.50.) 


Rarely does one come across.a diary 
so rich in historical anecdotes, political 
insights and personal integrity, all 


presented with a charm and lucidity 
that makes it ‘‘must reading’’ for the 
historian and general reader. It is 
history at its dramatic best. 

Col, Meinertzhagen first Joined the 
British Army in 1899. During his long 
career, wherein he served throughout 
the Mideast, East Africa and Western 
Europe, he kept a diary. In the in- 
troduction, he says that as a child he 
was influenced by two men: Rev. 
C. T. Hales, who taught him not to 
stand and talk, but to act, and Her- 
bert Spencer, who taught him to ‘“‘ob- 
serve, record and explain.” The 
current volume is but one of the 
70 he accumulated. ° 

His wit and frankness strike the 


reader almost immediately. “‘T have 
criticized many persons who are dead; 
some may object that this is unfair; 
but never in history has death con- 
ferred men with immunity from 
criticism.” And so, without apology 
to the dead or living, his diary bristles 
with criticisms and observations of 
such individuals as T. E. Lawrence, 
Lord Balfour, Woodrow Wilson, Ernest 
Bevin, Anthony Eden. As an avowed 
gentile Zionist he has particular scorn 
for the British Foreign Office, which 
in 1953 he labels as “Stalin’s Secret 
Weapon,” and the Arab nations, which 
he feels is nothing more than a dream, 
based on the desire for gold. 


The focus of the book is Zionism 
and Israel. As a witness and partici- 
pant in the forces and personalities 


that comprised the emergence of 


Israel, he firmly believes that the 
return of the Jews to Palestine after 
nearly 2000 years of dispersal and 
persecution represents the “wisest 


should not be in the possession of the 
Attorney General’; (2) because ‘“‘the 
social teachings of the Methodist 
Church . . , condemn guilt by associ- 
ation”; and (3) because “I love. this 
document (the Bill of Rights) and I 
propose to uphold it with. the full 
strength and power of my spirit and 
intelligence.” 


As a result, he has been in fail 
since last Dec. 14 under a judgment 
which sentenced him to imprisonment 
for one year or until such time as 
he would comply with the order to 
produce. 


His plight, however, is even worse 
than would normally be indicated by 
that sentence in that there can be no 
assurance at all that he will be re- 
leased at the end of the year specified. 
The Attorney General of New Hamp- 
shire insists, notwithstanding. recent 
legislation reducing his. powers, that 
he has a right to continue all investi- 
gations presently pending, and the Su- 
preme Court of New Hampshire ap- 
parently agrees with him. 


This Court, by its action today, neces- 
sarily takes the position that this seri- 
ous abridgment of the rights of free 
speech and peaceable assembly does 
not even raise a substantial federal 
question, 


As a result, it is entirely possible 
that Dr. Uphaus will be subjected to 
new questioning and forced into a 
new “contempt” as soon as he serves 
out this year’s imprisonment. The brief 
filed by the Attorney General of New 
Hampshire makes it appear that he 
has every intention of doing just that. 

Thus, a distinct possibility exists 
that this man who, at least so far as 
these records show, has never com- 
mitted a single crime, nor even s0 
much as an immoral act, faces im- 
prisonment for the rest of his life. 
This simply because he has refused to 
violate his réligious principles and sac- 
rifice his Constitutional rights by dis- 
closing the names of those with whom 
he has peaceably assembled to dis- 
cuss public affaits in: this country,

81,962 Free Test Kits is New 
Mark for First Week— 
Goal is 125,000. 


Distribution of 81,962 free test 
kits in the first week of the Dia- 
betes Detection drive, a record 
for the campaign, was announced 
today by the campaign commit- 
tee. 

The campaign goal is 125,000 
kits, from which it is hoped that 
10,000 diabetic sufferers unaware 
of their ailment may be reached 
here. 

Kits are being distributed free 
through drug 
and pharmacies. They also may 
be obtained by telephoning the 
Diabetes Association at JEffer- 
5-8500. A direct line tele- 
phone to the association has been 
installed at Eighth and Olive 
streets for ordering free test 
kits. 

Test strips are used by the in- 
dividual in his own home and 
are returned to the ‘association 
to be checked by doctors who 
volunteer their services. Each 
person returning a test kit re- 
ceives a confidential report. If 
the test is positive, the associa- 
tion makes a further test free of 
charge. 

While diabetes occurs in men, 
women and children, it is most 
prevalent in women, especially 
those overweight and above 40 
years of age. 

The disease also appears to af- 
fect more than one member of a 
family. Because of this fact, the 
association urges all relatives of 
known diabetics to take a test 
every year. 

Most common symptoms are 
increase in thirst, loss of weicht, 
frequent urinating, slow healing 
of cuts, itching, easy tiring, 
changes in vision and constant 
hunger. However, many persons 
who show none of these symp- 
toms have th. disease and the 
only way of being certain is by 
annual testing, the association 
said,

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CIVIL DEFENSE 
CHIEFS HOPE FOR 
EXPANDED PLAN

WASHINGTON. Nov. 21—-Civil 
Defense officials hope President- 
elect John F, Kennedy will put 
muecle into the home front’s ca- 
pactty to survive and thus help 
to deter a massive nuclear 
attack. 

“We're just getting to the 
point where we can get rolling,” 
said an official of the Office of 
Civil Defense and Mobilization.

IT DOESN’T PAY to double 
the opponents when they volun- 


tarily undertake to make a slam

\© Stopped here yesterday to see what's stirring for seniors 
ip this scenic area. And was pleasantly surprised to find that 
Hess’s—perhaps the brashest, bustlingest bazaar in depart- 
ment store history—as an attitude toward elders which is 
worth reporting.

I asked in what respects older workers seem to 
shine. “Their greatest asset is dependability. They're 
aware that it’s difficult for older folks to find em- 
ployment.

“On the whole, our older personnel have lower absentee- 
ism—and higher sales records—than those in younger age 
groups.” 

Later, I stopped to talk with Mrs. Ellen Kistler, a former 
housewife who for the past five years has been saleswoman 
in ‘‘better dresses.”’ 

“I started here when I was 62,” said this refined, white- 
haired widow with blue eyes and a quick smile. “I was all 
alone at home and the future didn’t inspire me. Someone 
suggested that a job might perk me up. It was the best thing 
that could have happened to me. I’m eligible for social se- 
curity but I’d rather work.” 


BEFORE DEPARTING I met a 75-year-old employee who 
divides his time between the store and Florida. ‘‘I retired at 
60 from an engineering firm,” said Harvey J. Kline, “My 
pension was so small I went job-hunting and was lucky to get 
stockroom work here.”

On Jan. 20, 1942, Reinhard 
Heydrich, chief of the RSHA, 
called a conference in the former 
Interpol house in a fashionable 
suburb of Berlin. At this confer- 
ence 15 top German officials par- 
ticipated in a discussion con- 
cerning “the Final Solution.” 
Adolf Eichmann played the ma- 
jor role at this important confer- 
ence, later called the Wansee 
Conference. It was decided that 
“It will be necessary to apply 
the definitive solution of the Jew- 
ish question to approximately 
11,000,000 persons, distributed 
among 34 countries, some al- 
ready under German rule, and 
the rest about to be conquered.” 
At the end of the conference, 
Eichmann was appointed chief 
executor of the plan. 

Once the official government 
policy had decided it was time 
for “the Final Solution,” Adolf 
Eichmann became a very busy 
man. 
Himmler promised that after the 
victory of the Reich he would 
be given an estate in Bohemia 
and the title of World Commis- 
sar for Jewish Affairs. 

Since the war, virtually every 
high-ranking Nazi officer who 
was tried has sung the same song 
— ‘I was only obeying orders.” 
Strangely enough, this was true. 
There was only one man pri- 
marily responsible for inaugu- 
rating “the Final Solution”— 
Adolf Hitler. In fact it was he 
who verbally, and in writing to 
Himmler, used the German 
phrase ‘‘die Losung der Juden- 
frage.” Literally translated, this 
means “‘the solution of the Jew- 
ish problem,” but it found its 
way into the colloquial language 
as ‘“‘the Final Solution.” Neither 
Himmler, Heydrich (who was 
replaced by Ernst Kaltenbrunner 
after his assassination), nor Gen- 
eral Heinrich Muller originated 
the plan, but of course when the 
Fuhrer ordered it they enthusias- 
tically implemented it. 


When the direct order came 
from Hitler to effect “the Final 
Solution,” and made its way 
down through Himmler and his 
subordinates, they accepted it 
without reservation. The Fuehrer 
could do no wrong. 


Eichmann, for instance, except 
for the small incident when his 
long nose and dark features 
caused his schoolmates to taunt 
him with the phrase ‘“‘der kleine 
Jude,” had no reason for being 
anti-Semitic. His own mother 
had died when he was very 
young, and his father remarried 
a woman of Jewish origin, but 
there is no evidence that he ever 
felt any animosity toward her 
because of this. Eichmann re- 
peats over and over again in his 
memoirs and at his interrogation 
in prison that he was a subordin- 
ate obeying orders. If the orders 
came from Hitler himself, he 
would obey them with fanatical 
enthusiasm. In the beginning 
when Hitler’s policy was to de- 
port Jews, Eichmann did his job 
well and even, on rare occasions, 
humanely. When the order came 
for ‘‘the Final Solution,” he did 
this job just as well and just as 
enthusiastically He thought in 
terms of producing Jewish 
corpses, as an industrialist might 
think of producing more and 
more goods. It was he who had 
the power of suggesting men to 
head the concentration camps 
and although, of course, these ap- 
pointments had to be approved 
by his superiors. they were in- 
variably accepted. 

Never satisfied with the num- 
ber of Jews who had been done 
away with, he urged his camp 
commandants to increase the 
production of corpses, There 
was one man he never had to 
rebuke, SS Hauptsturmfuhrer 
Rudolf Franz Ferdinand Hoess, 
who commanded not only Ausch- 
witz but its neighboring extermi- 
nation center Birkenau, 


Hoess was a quiet, diffident 
man with a talent for adminis- 
trative work. He was one of the 
camp commandants who had 
been appointed directly by him- 
miler, In the summer of 1941 he 
was summoned to Himmler’s 
office, where in a private meet- 
ing he was told that the Fuhrer 
had ordered the Jewish ques- 
tion solved once and for all. 
The SS was to implement the 
order. Auschwitz was chosen 
for this purpose because of its 
central location, isolation, and 
suitability for camouflage. 
Himmler told Hoess, “You will 
learn further details from Sturm- 
bannfuhrer Eichmann of RSHA, 
who will call on you in the im- 
mediate future. You will treat 
this order as secret, even from 
your superiors. After your talk 
with Eichmann you will immedi- 
ately foward to me the plans of 
the projected installations.” 

Soon Eichmann arrived to 
visit Hoess at Auschwitz. Sitting 
in the office of his subordinate, 
he explained to him in general 
the plan to destroy European 
Jewry. The two went out to de- 
sign the construction on the spot. 
They inspected the camp and 
the final blueprint was drawn 
up. Hoess says, “Eichmann had 
the entire plan of the camp 
figured out in his head. As a 
matter of fact, he had already 
planned it previously.” 

At Auschwitz there were sev- 
eral war factories, including the

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bones of victims bear testimony to the German atrocities- against the Jews. 


Deutsches-Aufrustungswerk, Sie- 
mens, and Krupp, all devoted to 
the production of weapons. It was 
in fact a slave-labor camp and 
when the inmates grew too weak 
to work, as most eventually did, 
they were sent to Birkenau, less 
than a quarter of a mile away. 
Birkenau was regarded as an 
annex to Auschwitz. It was really 
the death chamber for the huge 
Auschwitz camp. The first ex- 
termination of Jews began in 
September 1941. There were five 
gas chambers erected at Birk- 
enau, and the Cyclone B gas 
proved to be a great success. 
Four crematory units were in- 
stalled, all planned by Ejich- 
mann, making Auschwitz the 
largest extermination center. 


When the victims arrived at 
the railroad siding which sepa- 
rated Auschwitz from Birkenau 
they were greeted by the Ausch- 
witz orchestra, composed of 
camp inmates dressed in blue 
and white striped pajamas. It 
was a good orchestra, which not 
only played the Viennese and 
German classics but often played 
American jazz. This friendly 
greeting soothed and raised the 
hopes of the deportees, who had 
previously been told that they 
were being resettled in work 
camps. 


As they emerged from the 
crowded boxcars, SS doctors sat 
at a table inspecting each of the 
new arrivals. Those who looked 
able to work were sent to the 
left, to the main Auschwitz 
camp. Those who were either too 
young or too old or too emaci- 
ated were sent to the right, to 
Birkenau, just across the rail- 
road tracks. There they were 
herded in front of the five gas 
chambers and told they must re- 
move their clothing in order to 
be deloused. They usually com- 
plied without any protests, for 
the music and the affable wel- 
come had lulled their suspicions. 


The five gas chambers could 
accommodate up to 1000 victims. 
Completely naked, they entered 
the death chambers; the heavy 
steel doors were then closed 
tightly and the Cyclone B dis- 
charged through special vents in 
the floor and in the walls. Each 
gas chamber had one small glass 
opening through which the ex- 
ecutioners could look to deter- 
mine when the victims were 
dead. Cyclone B did not work as 
quickly as had been expected. 
Those who were closest to the 
vents perished very rapidly, but 
the others, feeling the horror in 
their throats, screamed and 
banged on the steel doors until 
the fumes finally killed them. 


Hoess, a rather modest man 
who lived happily with his 
wife, children and dogs in a 
magnificeat house three miles 
from Auschwitz, wrote plain- 
tively in his memoirs that he 
was merely obeying Eich- 
mann’s orders. He obeyed 
them well. In fact, he made 
what will probably stand for 
all time as a world record— 
during May, June and July of 
1944 he liquidated (according 
to his precise records) 1,300,- 
000 helpless people at Ausch- 
witz-Birkenau. During this pe- 
riod victims would be driven 
into the gas chambers with 
their hands held high above 
their heads in order that more 
could be squeezed in, and the 
children were piled one upon 
another to make room for 
more. When he was interro- 
gated at his trial, Hoess said 
without shame that he had ex- 
terminated 2,500,000 Jews dur- 
ing the time he was in charge 
of Auschwitz. He had always 
had a very good head for fig- 
ures, and it is very probable 
that his estimate is a fairly 
accurate one. 


However, before the Gotter- 
dammerung,.Hoess_received or- 
ders from Eichmann to destroy 
all his records, so he was testify- 
ing from memory. But he had 
been a very good bookkeeper 
and there is no reason to doubt 
his figure unless he was boast- 
ing in order to prove he had out- 
produced the other camps of 
death—although Eichmann and 
his aide, Rolf Gunther, were the 
only ones who knew the exact 
total number of those 1 sate 


Although Adolf Eich- 
mann has been charged 
with the murder of 6,000,- 
000 Jews, no one has ever 
actually seen him kill—ex- 
cept one man, a rabbi lir- 
ing in Philadelphia. This 
man, whose identity will re- 
main secret until the trial, 
in an exclusive interview 
tells of being an eyewitness 
to a murder committed by 
Adoalf Eichmann himself. 
This is the actual account 
that will be given in Israel 
when the Eichmann trial 
gets under way: 


I saw the butcher of Ausch- 
witz actually shoot a seven- 
month-old baby to death in the 
spring of 1943. I saw Adolf 
Eichmann take a pistol from 
his belt, walk smiling to the 
infant’s side, press the barrel 
of the German Luger to the 
child’s head, then turn to an 
SS man and say, “This is the 
way to do it.” 

Then he pulled the trigger. The 
half-starved infant stopped its 
whimpering—it was at peace. 

I knew of Eichmann even be- 
fore most of the world began to 
realize this madman existed. It 
was in Prague that I first heard 
about him. I was a businessman 
in the 'thirties and had occasion 


to be at a meeting at which 


Eichmann was to speak. 


After the meeting I was intro- 


duced to Eichmann as “... an 
important Jew in the commu- 
nity.”’ 

Eichmann was cordial — a 
forced cordiality. As I turned 
away I could hear him laughing 
with one of his aides. He point- 
ed in my direction and laughed 
even more loudly. 

The years passed. Then one 
morning in 1943 I heard a com- 
motion outside my home, I ran 
to the window and noticed an SS 
car with many German officers 
scurrying about. Suddenly, an 
officer in the car motioned to 
one of his men and pointed to- 
ward me in the window, 

A moment later there was a 
knock at the door. An SS man 
stood there, grabbed me by the 
arm, and pulled me into the 
street. 

I kept asking, ‘‘What is the 
trouble? Please don’t pull, I can 
WER 6 fo & 

He continued to nearly drag 
me toward a car with little 
flags attached to the front fend- 
ers. I stood before the young 
officer as he leaned back smil- 
ing. His face looked familiar, 
but I did not recognize him. 

His smile turned into a scowl 
as he said, * You don’t remem- 
ber me—important Jew.” 

I admitted that I did not rec- 
Ognize him. 

He rose from his seat, walked 
toward another car, motioned 


the SS man to place me in the | 


car, then returned to his car. 
They told me the officer was 
Adolf Eichmann. 

About half an hour later we 
arrived at a building on the out- 
skirts of the town. Eichmann 
left his car, walked into the 
building, and disappeared. A few 


Once inside the third room, 
we entered a huge room, This 
was Eichmann’s office. He was 
seated at a huge mahogany desk, 
with a large picture of Hitler 
hung from the wall behind the 
desk. Two soldiers stood at each 
door as Eichmann gave orders 
to SS men standing before him. 


He shouted another order to 
one of the guards at the door, 
and the door was flung open. 
Five soldiers brought in two 
boys. One was 13 years of age 
and the other about 8 years old. 
Another guard entered from an- 
other door carrying a small 
7-month-old infant that kept 
whimpering. The child as well 
as the boys looked as if they 
had not eaten a square meal in 
months. 

Eichmann turned to me 
said, 
after this day.”’

men to “teach these Jews a 
lesson.” 
I had no idea what Eichmann 


was talking about but I later 


learned the two boys had struck | 
one of the soldiers when the sol- | 
dier hit an old woman with the | 


butt of his rifle. 

The two boys stood silently 
awaiting their fate. One of the 
SS men took a cigarette from 


his mouth and walked toward | 
the 8-year-old youth. Two other | 


SS men grabbed the boy and 
held his hand out on the desk. 


The SS man then placed the 
lit cigarette on the boy's hand, 
and the stench of burning flesh 
filled the air. The boy screamed, 
but the cigarette was held firmly 
against his hand. The boy 
tossed his head in every direc- 
tion, his facial muscles taut 
with pain. 

About three minutes later, the 
child passed out. The cigarette 
was removed and the boy car- 
ried out of the room by one of 
the soldiers. The other youth 
tried pulling away from his 
guard, but was held firmly. 

One of the SS men flicked a 
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moments later the SS man mo- | 


tioned to me to leave the car 
and follow him. 
He led me through the same

doorways. Soldiers with 
guarded every entrance and exit. 
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huge cigar lighter on Eichmann’'s 
desk and placed an upholstery 
needle over the flame. He held 
it there until the needle glowed. 
Then he walked toward the 13- 
year-old boy and placed the 
needle in his eye. The child did 
not pass out but continued 
screaming as he was led out 
of the room. 


Then Eichmann motioned to 
another SS man and pointed to 
the whimpering infant. The SS 
man approached the child, 
looked at it hesitantly, then fal- 
tered. 


“I'm sorry” — he turned to 
Eichmann—‘‘but I can't. It is 
only an infant... .” 

Eichmann’s face turned red 
with rage. “Report to your cap- 
tain immediately.” 


As the SS man turned toward 
the door, Eichmann said, “but 
first wait. You must learn not 
to be soft—after all, it is only 
a Jew.” 

Eichmann rose from his seat, 
unsnapped the Luger in his belt, 
and walked toward the child, 
smiling. 

He turned to me and said, 
“Now watch—you will never for- 
get me, important Jew.” 


He pressed the barrel of the 
gun to the infant's head, and 
without a moment of hesitation 
pulled the trigger. 

“That’s the way to do it.” He 
turned to the SS man. “Now s¢e 
your captain. I have some things 
for you to do that will harden 
your nerves.” 

He had held the gun so close 
to the infant's head that some 
of the blood splattered on his 
gun. Noticing the blood, he threw 
the gun to one of his SS men 
and said, “Clean this” — and, 
pointing to the blood that cov- 
ered the floor, added, “and get 
this mess cleaned up.” 


He then turned to me and said, 
“That child's meat will feed my 
dogs, and the bones will be 
ground to make soap and fer- 
tilizer.”’ 

I managed to pull loose from 
my guards and tore toward Ejich- 
mann. As agile as a cat, he 
grabbed another pistol that lay 
on the top of his desk and 
brought it smashing down on my 
head. 

I was pulled from the chair 
and led to a car and sent to 
Auschwitz. 

‘Welcome to your new home,” 
one of the men who was seated 
at my side said mockingly. “You 
won't be lonesome—your wife 
and children have been here for 
almost an hour.” 


I later learned he was right. 
It was only a matter of time 
before my wife, my son, and my 
daughters were fed to the ovens 
of Auschwitz concentration 
camp. 

I have written Premier David 
Ben-Gurion, volunteering to testi- 
fy at Eichmann’s trial; to face 
this butcher once more and tell 
him, “This important Jew will 


never forget you.”

THE CITY ART MUSEUM was the scene Friday night of 
a Fine Arts Ball, the seventh in a series of elaborate parties 
co-sponsored by Friends of the Museum and Famous-Barr 


man. 

Entering through the new 
museum wing, the 800 
yarty-goers were served 
champagne from a red- 
covered, flower - trimmed 
table in the exhibition hall, 
the walls of which were decorated with huge kaleidoscope de- 
signs. There artists, for a small fee, sketched or caricatured 
the guests. 

Supper tables were arranged throughout Sculpture Hall and 
the East and West Galleries: Each place was marked by a 
black napkin: placed against white cloth; an elaborate souvenir 
booklet, “‘Meet the Friends,’’ and a flacon of Dior perfume. 
A long serpentine buffet table at the south end of Sculpture 
Hal} was topped with black above white flounces, the only 
color provided by red carnations arranged with ostrich plumes 
in white wrought iron epergnes. 

Contrasting with the stark black and white of the tables 
were the many-hued decorations in the three rooms, Sculp- 
ture Hall illustrated the use of color in the arts. Enormous 
rectangular lanterns of varied shades were hung from the high 
ceiling. Large ones provided illumination for the center of the 
hall and smaller ones for the sides. Wandering musicians 
played. 

Over the entrance to the West Gallery was inscribed, ‘Fine 
Arts Style and Technique” and around the walls, covered in 
subtle tones, were examples of art from primitive masks 
created in Africa and the South Pacific to modern surrealism, 
cubism and impressionism. Fragmentary arches applied 
among the paintings were related to the three series of tall 
arches standing in the room. Diners danced to the music of 
Russ Carlyle of Chicago. 

In the East Gallery, which was entered beneath the inscrip- 
tion, ‘Fine Arts Theory and Practice,’’ 12 panels were hung 
and lighted from behind. They were adorned with sketches 
of parts of the human figure and with geometric designs. 
Colored discs decorated the walls of the room and back of 
Russ David’s Orchestra a brightly painted wheel was hung 
against a black background.

Baking Soda Habit 


Dear Dr. Molner: 

MY SON takes a teaspoon of bicarbonate of soda in a 
glass of orange juice every morning, and my daughter also 
is always taking it for nervous indigestion. She says baking 
soda relieves her and removes gas. What do you think? 

M.F. 


THE “BICARBONATE HABIT” exists quite widely, but 
I can’t see any good excuse for it, and I can see some harm 
in some cases. 


First, it can be distinctly harmful for anyone on 
a low-sodium (low-salt) diet. Second, the stomach 
is supposed to be somewhat acid to digest food. The 
body itself provides traces of hydrochloric acid for 
this purpose, and some people, lacking enough of the 
acid, are very much relieved when it is administered 
medically—naturally in very small and dilute amounts. 
Too much bicarbonate upsets the naturally acid con- 
dition of the stomach. 


Dear Dr. Molner: 
WE SEE many people with one drooping shoulder, usually 
the right. Would old-fashioned shoulder braces correct this? 
Mrs. P.A.S. 


I doubt it. These “drooping shoulders are usually 
the result of some quirk in development of the body, 
or a defect in posture. 

Few of us are perfectly symmetrical. Perhaps no- 
body is. The right side of the face virtually never is 
exactly like the left. So in cases of “droopy shoulder” 
I’d forget about it unless it is severe. If it is severe, 
I would consult an orthopedist. 


Dear Dr. Molner: 

WE ARE WORRIED about a brother-in-law who recently 
underwent an operation for removal of the prostate gland. 
He had always been very easy-going and good natured, but 
now is a changed man. Do you think the operation caused this?

YES AND NO. The operation didn’t do anything that 
caused this change in temperament. Operations don’t. 
I'll tell you what I think did cause the change. He’s worried!

expected to do. His health, in that case, has been protected. 
But he is still worrying about it. We all worry, I suppose.
